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From  the  moment  the  last  vote  was  stolen  in  Texas,  on  the  night  of  November  8, 
I960,  John  Fitzgerald  Kennedy  was  predestined  to  die  in  the  office  of  President  of 
the  United  States.  CAPSULE  NEWS'  has  said  more  than  once  that  Pres.  Kennedy  would 
die  during  either  his  first  or  second  term.  But  never  once  did  we  think  he  would 
die  that  way.  Medical  evidence  showed  that  the  most  probable  way  would  be  thru  the 
Addison's  disease  that  he  contracted  from  one  or  more  of  those  17  hypodermic  shots 
he  was  given  during  his  war  service. 

Texas  was  his  State  of  Destiny.  It  was  his  selection  of  a Texan  as  his  running 
mate  that  enabled  him  to  carry  enough  Southern  votes  to  show  him  the  victor  on  the 
Electoral  College  tote  board.  But  even  this  didn't  carry  Texas.  The  "Democratic" 
vote  counters  there  had  to  steal  it  to  help  Chicago's  200,000  fraudulent  Cemetery 
Votes  bring  Kennedy  over  the  top  on  the  tote  board.  On  December  17,  1960,  CN  gave 
a vivid  picture  of  how  100,000  votes  had  been  stolen  November  8th.  Houston's  CHRON- 
ICLE reported  that  in  Angelina  County  86  ballots  were  cast — 147  of  them  recorded  for 
Kennedy  on  the  State  total  and  24  for  Nixon.

When  Speaker  McCormick  received  the  incredible*  terrible  news  that  President 
Kennedy  had  been  shot  dead,  his  res  gestae  was  "My  God,  what  are  we  coming  to?"  The 
Massachusetts  solon  thus  made  a remark  that  should  belong  to  the  ages.

Keystone  Kops  o#  Dallas 

Television  caneras  on  Sunday,  and  news  pictures  on  Monday,  recorded  for  posterity  the 
most  incredible  scenes  in  the  history  of  law  "enforcement"  and  police  negligence.  Certainly 
the  murder  of  Abel  by  Cain  in  prehistoric  days  couldn’t  have  been  handled  worse  than  was  the 
incredible  situation  in  Dallas  (Texas)  handled  by  its  paid  gendarmes.  Nothing  in  the  popu- 
lar movie  comedies,  known  as  the  "Keystone  Kops"  could  rival  it.  The  worst  and  most  incred- 
ible part  of  it  was  that  this  was  "for  real"  and  not  for  public  entertainment.

On  such  trips  it  was  the  Presidential  custom,  much 
against  the  wishes  of  the  Secret  Service,  to  ride  in  an  open  car  and  take  the  bows  and  plau- 
dits of  voters  and  prospective  voters.  The  Police  and  FBI  were  reported  trying  to  find  the 
"Birchites"  the  Rockefeller  Center  press  agents  said  were  responsible.

SECRET  SERVICE  BLAMELESS — The  US  Secret  Service,  whose  chief  function  is  to  guard  the 
bodies  of  the  President  and  Vice  President,  is  being  criticized  in  the  Press  for  "allowing 
the  thing  to  happen".  This  criticism  is  unjust,  no  matter  how  culpable  the  Dallas  Police  are 
for  allowing  the  only  evidence  as  to  who  was  behind  the  killing  of  President  Kennedy  to  be 
destroyed — and  with  another  wanton,  cowardly  murder. 

It  is  true  that  the  Secret  Service  has  a force  of  over  200  operatives  to  provide  maxi- 
mum security  for  the  President.  At  ballgames  and  other  functions  they  "case  the  joint"  first. 
They  surround  him  on  all  sides.  They  are  not  supposed  to  look  at  the  ball  games,  but  to  scan 
the  crowds  for  suspicious-looking  individuals  or  acts,  for  the  appearance  of  a firearm  or  for 
a suspicious  looking  bulge  on  any  hip  or  under  any  armpit.  On  inauguration  days  the  Army  and 
Marines  have  armed  soldiers  stationed  in  front  of  the  crowd  every  ten  feet  along  the  parade 
route.  They’re  not  supposed  to  watch  the  parade,  but  the  windows  of  the  buildings  on  the 
other  side  of  the  street.  The  mere  appearance  of  any  kind  of  a gun  barrel  would  bring  a vol- 
ley of  lethal  shots  into  that  window. 

The  criticial  Washington  POST  asked  three  critical  questions  of  the  Secret  Service — 
publicly.  (1)  Why  wasn't  the  building  from  which  the  gunman  fired  policed  beforehand?  (2) 
Why  wasn't  this  particular  building  under  surveillance  as  the  Presidential  Party  approached? 
(3)  How  could  the  armed  assassin  enter  the  building  hours  before  the  President’s  arrival  dur- 
ing a period  of  intense  security  preparation 

We  say  that,  to  watch  every  window  along  the  Dallas  parade  route  would  take  two  divisions 
of  the  US  Army.  The  trouble  was  that  Mr.  Kennedy  was  seeking  votes — and  no  one  has  a better 
right  to  do  this  than  he.  He  was  showing  himself  off  to  the  Dallas  populace  where  his  New 
Frontier  was  in  serious  political  trouble.  The  top  was  down.  He  was  a sitting  duck. 

The  best  answer  to  any  such  further  occurrence  would  be  for  Congress  to  pass  a law  giving 
the  Secret  Service  absolute  power  over  security  arrangements.  The  power  to  overrule  the 
President.  They  have  been  worred  at  the  way  he  has  exposed  himself  on  political  jaunts. 

If  they  could  have  done  so,  they  would  have  had  the  Bubble  Top  up,  making  the  whole  car  bullet 
proof.

Us  mortals  cannot  question  the 
wisdom  of  an  Act  of  God,  even  tho 
His  instrument  be  a demented  man 
spurred  on  by  an  even  more  demented 
coterie  of  power  and  money-mad  beasts 
incarnate.  We  cannot  figure  it  out 
like  one  can  a geometric  or  astronom- 
ical problem. 

In  an  attempt  to  find  some  sort  of 
an  answer  we  went  to  the  Rev.  Benn 
Lewis,  Washington's  leading  minister 
of  the  Metaphysical  Faith.  His  the- 
ory is  s 

"Under  our  so-called  Democracy, 
the  condition  of  our  country  every  20 
years  has  to  step  forward  into  a new 
cycle.  The  nation  must  be  shocked 
into  a change.  There  must  be  a shock 
reaction  because  the  nation  wont  move 
on  its  own  otherwise.  Man  never 
learns  from  pleasure  or  good  times. 
He  only  learns  from  suffering  or  bad 
times." 

Dr.  Lewis  pointed  out  that  a def- 
inite move  to  smear  the  pro-Americans 
and  those  who  fight  the  Communists 
and  their  Internationalist  bedfellows 
was  in  both  the  background  and  fore- 
ground • 

So,  the  Rockefeller  Center  press 
agents  were  right  on  the  ball.  In- 
flammatory "statements"  against  the 
John  Birch  Society  and  all  "Bircliites" 
were  issued  and  spewed  forth  in  the 
Kept  Press. 

They  were  "credited"  to  Rep.  Hale 
Boggs  of  Louisiana,  Democratic  Whip 
by  seniority  and  not  by  ability,  and 
three  other  Left  Wing  mouthpieces.  Mr. 
Boggs  has  a voting  record,  at  last 
count,  of  four  votes  for  his  people 
and  57  for  the  House  of  Rockefeller. 

However,  this  effort  blew  up  when 
the  killer  got  himself  caught  and  was 
found  to  be  a domestic  Communist. 

He  wasn't  supposed  to  get  caught; 
and  the  Establishment  (a  name  we  use 
for  the  House  of  Rockefeller  and  its

TV  cameras  and  news  pictures,  and 
events  leading  up  to  this  "destruct- 
ion of  the  evidence"  before  it  occur- 
ed,  make  Dallas'  Keystone  Kops  look 
like  an  integr&l  part  of  the  conspir- 
acy .
